Very little 
fault was to be found with the new 
barn, and frequent favorable com- 
ments were made upon the plentiful 
supply of water outlets, electric out- 
lets and other conveniences.

There were eighty-two head 
in the open barn and fifty-one head 
in the 4-H Club barn, making a total 
of 133 head of Guernseys on the 
ground. The 4H Club awards are

to be found in complete detail at the 
end of the list of awards in the open 
classes, but in passing, it must be said 
that this was by far the most outstand 
ing 4-H Guernsey Club show in the 
Pacific Northwest. It is a distinct 
credit to Harry Seymour, L. J. Allen, 
and their local assistants in the 4H 
Club Department of the State Agr 
cultural Extension service. With the 
cooperation of the Oregon State Guern 
sey Cattle Club, they have made 2 
strong feature of this show, and each 
year a member of the club furnishes 
a good pure bred Guernsey heifer calf 
to be awarded to the champion Guert’ 
sey 4-H Club boy or girl, based on the 
entire year’s work. The competition 
was very close this year, and Robert 
Reed of Clatsop County knew that be 
had been through a battle throughou! 
the year when he emerged as a winne 
at the end of the Oregon State Fat. 
The calf this year was to have bees 
furnished by Norwood C. Appers™ 
who sold out his herd a couple of yz## 
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ago. Accordingly, J. A. Campbell of 
Amity, Oregon, moved up one year, 
and had the pleasure of presenting a 
good boy with a good calf. 

A large ringside gathered under the 
shade of the oak trees surrounding the 
judging arena, and expressed their 
pleasure with the quality of the classes 
that were paraded before them. The 
closest competition in the senior bull 
class came when five two-year-olds 
were led out for inspection. M. C. 
Fleming’s entry, Bethany Prince Re- 
gent 225312, was given the decision 
in this class because of his greater 
Sretch, quality and refinement, over 
the very straight and deep-bodied 
Coronation Western Lad 228922, ex- 
hibited by Arthur $. Moulton. These 
bulls are of two different types, and 
may be switched back and forth 
throughout the season. Both are good 
enough to be called outstanding. In 
the third place stood Douglaston King’s 
Honour 220022, exhibited by B. Royce, 
and while he has great size and a good 
middle, he is lacking the smoothness 
over the shoulders and the rump that 
characterize the other two bulls. 

Gill and Arnold showed a single 
entry in the three-year-old class, but 
there was again interesting competition 
in the aged bull class when Fleming's 
Chicona Cedric 125480 was defeated 
by Sheik’s Buddy of Middale 210508, 
exhibited by Petheram and Wilson. It 

was a four-year-old against an eleven 
year old, and the younger bull had very 
little to fault him, except being a little 
high at the tail setting anda little heavy 
inthe shoulder. His depth of body and 


érength of top carried him up, and he 
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took reserve championship in bulls, 
the senior and grand championship 
going to the first prize two-year-old. 

Only single entries’ came out in the 
two yearling bull classes, but there was 
a very strong group of eight bull calves 
in competition. They were strong 
enough to furnish the junior champion 
in Lad’s Play Boy of Middale 246673, 
exhibited by Arthur S. Moulton. This 
calf is a son of the second prize two- 
year-old. The 4-H Club boy, Robert 
Reed, who won the honors for the 
year in club work, surprised and 
pleased the ringside by going into sec- 
ond place with a bull calf of his own 
breeding. Last year’s first prize bull 
calf exhibited by M. C. Fleming for 
G. W. Bond and Son, could not win 
the junior championship against the 
calf when he and his stablemate, the 
senior yearling bull, came out for the 
competition. 

There were very few poor animals 
throughout the entire four classes of 
milking age. Fleming's entry, Nancy's 
Darigold Dot 365915, won this class 
over the refined milky looking Fircrest 
Nancy 362612, shown by Arthur S. 
Moulton, on her greater scale and 
straightness of top and rump through- 
out. Fleming again won the four- 
year-old class with Cascade Haughty 
387849, and to the best of our knowl- 
edge this cow has not failed to win her 
class throughout the last two years of 
showing. 

The three-year-olds were probably 
the best class of the show, and they 
were described as the best group of 


three-year-old Guernseys that had been 
shown at Salem. This class was 
topped by an outstanding young cow, 
Louise’s Queen of Wandamere 415944, 
shown by Arthur S$. Moulton. Gill 
and Arnold, on their first attempt at 
invading the show circuit, also made 
their best showing in this class by win- 
ning second prize. B. Royce of Port- 
land, had difficulty in getting his Grace- 
lee of Oak Park 411035 out of the ring 
before she calved, but in spite of this 
handicap, she went into third position. 
Her half-sister, Antonita of Oak Park 
433157, had freshened only a couple of 
days previous, and won the two-year- 
old class in the hands of M. C. Fleming. 
Second prize two-year-old was the 
heifer that Arthur Moulton bought in 
the Washington State Sale last year 
from Dr. James F. Scott of Yakima, 
Washington. When the winners of 
these four groups came out, it made a 
grand show of Guernsey cows with 
Fleming winning the senior and grand 
championship on his aged cow and 
Moulton winning the reserve cham- 
pionship on his first prize three-year- 
old.

The senior and grand champion bull 
was Foremost Royal Blend 221529, 
shown by Foremost Guernsey Associa- 
tion, Inc. The junior championship 
for bulls, a close and difficult decision, 
finally went to Ideal’s Marguerite’s 
Satellite 250291, exhibited by Jacob 
Tanis’s son, a 4H club boy.

National Dairy Exposition 


HRILL after thrill was experi- 

enced by the thousands who 

attended this year’s National 
Dairy Show at Columbus, Ohio. 
Unlike the staid and sombre events 
of past years, it was filled with excite- 
ment, expectations, and color. No 
circus ever held the attention of thou- 
sands of spectators any better than 
this year’s great National. 

Long before the first Guernsey had 
crossed the threshold to the tanbark, 
breeders began to arrive and view the 
exhibits and fine Strings of show animals 
that had been gathered from all quar’ 
ters of the country. Every breed ex- 
celled itself in the quality of entries. 

_ At the call of the heralds for the 
rst Guernsey class at nine in the 
morning, hundreds were filing into the 
‘eat arena to watch that dean of 


judges 
ges, H. H. Kildee of Iowa State . 


College, place the ribbons. By noon 
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thousands of breeders had filled the 
pavilion to nearly capacity. A four 
ring show was taking place, for on one 
side was gathered the greatest Perch- 
eron show that has been assembled, 
while at one end Jerseys were finishing 
their judging, Brown Swiss, headed by 
that lovable character, Ira Inman, oc- 
cupied the other end, and in the middle 
were the Guernseys. 

As it is beyond description, we can 
only humbly tell about the greatest 
Guernsey show that has graced any 
tanbark of the National. The pomp 
and dignity that was added to the 
Dallas National was continued at 
Columbus, for the Queen was seated 
on her throne with her heralds during 
the entire show. Margaret Topovski, 
a seventeen-year-old high school senior, 
was not only queen of the National 
Dairy Show but was also the Ohio 
Health Queen. In a contest for the 


healthiest 4-H club member at the 
National meeting in Chicago, Margaret 
tied with two other girls. Later, in 
competition with sixteen other girls 
representing different districts of the 
State, Margaret won on a score of 958 
points out of a possible 1,000. She 
was crowned by Governor Davey on 
the first day of the show. Her duty 
was to present the ribbons in each 
class as the animals were led before her 
throne. With each ribbon a rose was 
passed out for the exhibitor. Two 
heralds were added to the court this 
year and before each class they blew 
their trumpets announcing the opening 
of a new class. These classes for the 
most part were all good sized as there 
were 214 Guernsey entries. Never- 
theless, they were viewed by one of 
the largest crowds to attend any Na- 
tional as over 100,000 people passed 
through the gates during the week. 
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The entries, the people and the 
enthusiasm over the quality of the 
animals made it a great show. In the 
words of Judge Kildee: “It was the 
greatest show of Guernseys ever held, 
with one class after another of wonder- 
ful animals. I did my best in judging 
the Guernseys and I know had other 
judges been present there were so many 


Guernsey breeders from all over the 
country who were enthused with the 
show. Judge Kildee and Charles L. 
Hill have attended every show since 
the beginning of the National and they 
insisted that the Columbus event was 
the best. 

Of unusual interest is the fact that 
eleven different breeders won blue

alike.” L. V. Wilson made the state- 
ment that it was much harder to win 
three ribbons at this National than it 
was to win several ten years ago. 
Mrs. Minnie Miller expressed the 
idea that it was certainly a treat to see 
the cream of the cattle of the East and 
West come together. Dr. Wayne A. 
Munn stated that he had certainly 
been well repaid by coming to the 
National, while Granville H. Hibberd 
said he had enjoyed the show more 
than at any other time. John S. Clark 
sized up the entire show by saying he 
had seen a great many National Dairy 
Shows, but he had never seen a better 
balanced one in all of the breeds.

National Dairy Show Herdsmen’s 
Medals were given to the three men 
judged the most proficient in the dis- 
charge of their duties, and were award- 
ed as follows: The gold medal was pre- 
sented to Vernon Hull, showing Swiss;

Jerseys; and the bronze medal to Olaf

The scope of attendance at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show may be best illus- 
trated by the fact that Guernsey breed- 
ers were around the ringside from 
thirty-one states and Canada. All the 
Atlantic states, except Maine and Ver- 
mont, were represented, and practically 
the entire Middle West was in attend- 
ance. From the far West, breeders 
were present from California, Idaho 
and Utah.

Here again all records were broken 

in attendance. There have been times 

in the past at the National Dairy Show 

when it was necessary to have several 

guests in order to fill the guarantee for 

the dinner, but this was not true at

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started with plans for 250, but before 
the hour had arrived to be seated in 
the ballroom at the Deshler-Wallick 
Hotel, 458 tickets had been sold. 

Upon entering the banquet hall, the 
impression was given that a long te- 
dious evening was in store; for seated 
at the head table were some seventeen 
people and it would appear that each 
would be on the program. However, 
it took less than three-quarters of an 
hour for all to be recognized and to 
give a word of greeting. 

William F. Fretz, Pipersville, Penn- 
sylvania, was introduced as Toast- 
master by Mr. Belt, Chairman of the 
banquet committee. During the din- 
ner, music was furnished by an ex- 
cellent orchestra, after which a short 


floor show of singing and dancing was 


enjoyed. 

Mr. Fretz opened the more formal 
part of the program by a statement that 
a National Dairy Show in Columbus 
was an assured success. He called 
upon those present at the head table 
for a few remarks. Several of these 
have been recorded above. 

George M. Newlin, the Superintend- 
ent of Cesor Farms that owns the grand 
champion cow, stated that he had 
a very small part in the day’s affairs 
but, nevertheless, he was rather pleased 
that he had brought one cow and taken 
away a grand championship. 

Muriel K. Hill, Superintendent of 
Bournedale Farm, where the cow was 
bred, said she was more than thrilled. 

Two Queens were in attendance:

North Carolina Field Day Best In Years 


HIs year's summer meeting and 
field day of the North Carolina 
Guernsey Breeders Association, 
held on August 26 at Klondike Farm, 
Elkin, North Carolina, will go down in 
the Association’s annals as one of the 
best and most interesting gatherings 
ever experienced by the Guernsey 
breeders in the Tar Heel state. In 
addition to a large representation of 
North Carolina members, Klondike 
Farm was host to scores of visiting 
breeders and persons interested in 
breeding activities from nearly every 
state along the Atlantic seaboard. 
Thurmond Chatham, owner, and 
Ruohs Pyron, manager of Klondike 
Farm, did an excellent job of planning 
a well-rounded program for the day, 
which included a series of constructive 
talks by persons prominent in Guernsey 
realms, a barbecue dinner on Mr. 
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Chatham's lake, and finally a showing 
of Klondike Farm’s famous herd. Mr. 
Chatham acted as master of ceremonies 
for the day’s activities, and after warm 
and friendly words of welcome to the 
250 guests by Mr. Pyron, John S. 
Ames, president of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, was introduced. 
Incidentally, Mr. Ames’ presence at 
the Klondike meeting scored a record 
for the North Carolina Association, for 
this was the first time a president of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
had ever attended a Guernsey meeting 
below the Mason and Dixon line. 

Mr. Ames reported upon the activi- 
ties of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, and stressed the fact that 
Guernsey cattle breeding is anything 
but a hit and miss procedure.

how to make some of the most abstruse 
laws of genetics as simple as “Colum: 
bus’s standing an egg on end.” He 
further related that the national or- 
ganization is delving into the reason 
and mysteries of the golden yellow in 
Golden Guernsey milk and reported the 
organization has been able to establish 
a definite relationship between certain 
types of feedstuff and this golden color. 
The end is not yet in sight, thinks Mr. 
Ames, with respect to what can be 
done with feed combinations in deter- 
mining the color and flavor of milk. 
The Guernsey Club president stated 
that the amount of milk sold under the 
standard Guernsey trademark is con 
stantly increasing as rapidly as develop’ 
ment will permit. Mr. Ames drew on 
figures ‘available at The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club offices to paint a 
most encouraging picture of Guernsey 
breeding in North Carolina. “One 
fact that is very interesting,” he said, 
“is that in the 1935-1936 period there 
were 1,090 registered Guernseys in the 
State, whereas the 1936-1937 records 
show 1,513 registrations in North 
Carolina. This is an increase of about 
twenty-five per cent above the national 
average. There are now twenty-sever 
herds in this state testing 204 head 0 
Guernseys.”

Ee University of Maryland dairy cat- 
tle judging team was awarded first place 
at the Inter-Collegiate Dairy Cattle 
Judging contest held at Springfield. 
Massachusetts, on September 20. The 
Maryland team members ran up a total 
of 2,175 points, gaining first position 
over the team from Rutgers University 
which amassed a total of 1,994 points. 
Eleven universities and colleges were 
represented in the contest. 


The Maryland team was composed 
of Charles L. Downey, Williamsport, 
Washington County; R. Nelson Phelps, 
McDonogh, Baltimore County; and 
Frank McFarland, Cumberland, Alle- 
gany County. Abram Gottwals, of 
Greensboro, Caroline County, was 
alternate and the coach was Leroy W. 
Ingham, Professor of dairy husbandry 
at the University of Maryland. All 
the boys are former 4-H Club members 
and have been active in judging con- 
tests at various fairs in Maryland. 

As a team, they stood highest among 
the teams judging Ayrshires and 
Holsteins and were awarded second 
place in judging Jerseys. In judging 
all breeds, Phelps ranked first among 
the contestants; Downey was fifth, 
and McFarland was tied for seventh 
place with D. C. Whitman of Cornell.

411067, with a production of 12416.4 
pounds of milk and 652.6 pounds of 
butter fat in class G—his first daugh- 
ters to be tested.

The Show of the West United 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society, 
comprising the three parishes at the 
other extreme of the Island, is always 
held late in September when the mar- 
vellous grapes, which are undoubtedly 
the speciality of that district, are at 
their best. 

Consequently, outdoor enterprises 
such as the cattle displays have to 
gamble on the vagaries of the Weather 
Clerk, and not always with the result 
in their favour. This year, although 
the wind was cold and full of rain, no 
shower actually fell and judging was 
completed with expedition. 

Although such conditions are not 
conducive to the best form or behaviour 
on the part of the animals exhibited, 
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certain of the entries were outstanding, 
and in the words of one of the judges 
would place well up in any Island 
competition. 

This has already been proved by the 
Champion bull, Mrs. I. T. Nicolle’s 
Champion of Les Jetteries which 
wound up a most successful season in 
which he has carried all before him, by 
again annexing the highest honours of 
this Society. The reserve was also 
owned by Mrs. I. T. Nicolle, and is a 
very finely proportioned four-year-old 
named Champion II. of Les Jetteries 
showing every promise of living up to 
his name. 

Zena of the Fontaines, seven years, 
two months, owned by N. Le H. 
Brehaut, won the female championship. 
With splendid bag, she has a nice head 
and topline, great depth of body and a 
strong and robust constitution. 

An announcement of interest is that 
of the placing of the best cows in the 
Advanced Register Competition Rec- 
ords for 1937. Leading place is taken 
by P. W. J. Mahy’s Tip’s Lady of 
Landes du Marche’ with 12280.75 
pounds of milk and 702.69 pounds of 
butter fat, which allowing for deduc- 
tions shows an excess over require- 
ments of 280.5 pounds of milk and 
394.09 pounds of butter fat. 

Runner-up was T. B. Le Prevost’s 
Polly’s Leader du Valet with 11963.75 
pounds of milk and 664.78 pounds of 
butter fat; excess 300.4 pounds of milk 
and 377.67 pounds of butter fat.

Following Mr. Ames’ address, A. L. 
Brown, of Clear Springs Dairy, Con- 
cord, North Carolina, and president of 
the State Association, introduced H. C. 
Bates, field representative of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. Mr. 
Bates is recognized as one of the best 
authorities on Guernsey breeding in the 
South, and drew from his wealth of 
experience and knowledge facts relative 
to the Guernsey breed which were both 
interesting and constructive. Among 
the points Mr. Bates emphasized were 
Advanced Register testing and the 
careful selection of herd sires, both of 
which plan an important part in the 
building of any herd. 

Immediately after these addresses, 
the visitors settled themselves down to 
a business which warms the heart of 
every Guernsey breeder—that of en- 
joying a barbecue dinner. Gathered 
around the dinner table, old friends and 
new talked leisurely and discussed 
topics of mutual interest. 

Following the noon recess the Klon-

dike herd was shown. Approximately 

sixty animals, shown in many different 
groups as sired by the various herd 
sires at Klondike, were paraded before 
the guests. The first to be shown was 
the Gay Lad family. Foremost’s Gay 
Lad 117256, A. R., is the foundation of 
the Klondike herd. Sired by Lang- 
water Foremost 39191, A. R., and out 
of Rockingham Maid 94933, A. R., he 
has twenty-five Advanced Register 
daughters, seven on test, and three 
Advanced Register sons.

Faithful Supreme 211205, used jointly 
partnership with Emmadine Farms 
and McDonald Farms. Another of 
net descendants is Foremost Prediction 
212227, a maternal grandson, out of 
Valor’s Faithful 364627 that has a 
world’s record in class AA of 2011.7 
pounds of milk and 976.5 pounds of 
utter fat. 

A junior sire at McDonald Farms is 
McDonald Farms’ Master 228214 that 
“a sired by Foremost Masterpiece 
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159266 with twenty-eight Advanced 
Register daughters. Master's dam 
is Supreme’s Janice 356072 with 13737.5 
pounds of milk and 649.6 pounds of 
butter fat in class FF. On retest in 
242 days she has produced 14369 
pounds of milk and 653 pounds of but- 
ter fat, and is in calf to qualify for 
class BB. Foremost Masterpiece 159266 
is a son of Mixter Faithful 101637 by 
Langwater Valor 79775, with fifty-one 
Advanced Register daughters and sev- 
enteen Advanced Register sons. 
Caumsett Agitator 201780 is another 
paternal grandson of “Faithful” used at 
McDonald Farms. His sire, Foremost 
Nobly Born 182562, has ten Advanced 
Register daughters with an average of 
13141.0 pounds of milk and 651.0 
pounds of butter fat; all records made 
as two and three-year olds. Agitator’s 
dam is Caumsett Farm Bess 237323 
with 12331.1 pounds of milk and 651.5 
pounds of butter fat in class A. He is 
leased to Hendershore Farms, B. H. 
Treadwell, Henderson Harbor, New 
York, who is a producer-distributor of 
Golden Guernsey milk in Watertown. 


Some of the nicest heifers, carrying 
exceptional quality and production 
promise and excellent type, we have 
seen in a long time are owned by Dr. 
C. F. Mignin, Taberlea, Castile, New 
York. These heifers are sired by 
Reservation Anchor 220525, now used 
as herd sire at Taberlea. ““Anchor”’ is 
sired by Reservation Penwyn 125543 
that is a full brother to Reservation 
Penelope 165101, and that is also thesire 
of Reservation Marjory 289162 with 
17299.6 pounds of milk and 893.4 
pounds of butter fat in class BB, holder 
of fourth place in this class leader di- 
vision. “Penwyn” is sired by Reser- 
vation Pioneer 30421 with eighteen 
Advanced Register daughters and four 
Advanced Register sons; he is by 
King’s Vanguard 22719 and he by Ne 
Plus Ultra 15265. The dam of “An- 
chor” is Reservation Annabel 169931 
with 15778.8 pounds of milk and 799.9 
pounds of butter fat in class A. She 
is a daughter of Reservation Pioneer 
30421, thus making “Anchor” a pa- 
ternal half-brother-half-sister breeding. 
Among “Anchor’s” daughters are 
heifers from Reservation Milk Maid 
194387, a half-sister of Reservation 
Madelyn 267175, producing 16637.8 


pounds of milk and 874.6 pounds of 
butter fat, 5.26 per cent, class D leader, 
eighth place. “Madelyn” has recently 
dropped a heifer calf by “Anchor.” 
Dr. Mignin owns “Anchor” in part- 
nership with S. C. Bentley, Lynden- 
ville. The Mignin herd has produced 
many class leaders. Among the pres- 
ent leaders is also included Reservation 
Marjory 289162, fourth place in class 
BB, with 17299.6 pounds of milk and 
893.4 pounds of butter fat, 5.16 per cent. 

H. F. Andrus, Bournedale Farm, 
Millerton, New York, has resumed 
testing under the Advanced Register 
Herd Test. A. S. Blanchard, Webster, 
New York, has started testing under 
the Herd Improvement Plan. 

The New York State Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association report for 
August shows that the high herd for 
the month was that of Adams and 
Pilbeam, Memphis, Onondaga County, 
New York, who are producers of 
Golden Guernsey milk selling through 
the Syracuse Guernsey Dairy, Inc. 
Their herd averaged 931 pounds of 
milk and 47.3 pounds of butter fat for 
this period. 


Guernsey Records 


The following radio broadcast was 
given September 18, 1937, by R. W. 
Duck, Research Director, New York 
State Guernsey Breeder’s Co-operative, 
Inc., over W. G. Y.: 


Ts produce a superior product such 
as Golden Guernsey milk requires a 
superior producing cow. A recent 
summary of official Advanced Register 
records, including 47,855 individuals 
in single, double and triple letter 
classes, all ages, shows a_ production 
of 10090.3 pounds of milk and 502.1 
pounds of butter fat with an average 
test of 4.98 per cent. In official testing 
of Guernseys the letter designation 
indicates the age of the animal when 
Starting on test. The Letter A includes 
those cows five years old and over and B 
from four and one-half to five. The let- 
ters to and including G indicate a de- 
crease in age of six months for each let- 
ter. The letter G, therefore, signifies 
those cows starting on test*under two 
and one-half years of age. In the list of 
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records just mentioned it is significant 
to note that the total of 47,855 records 
made under the strict and rigid re- 
quirements of Advanced Register test- 
ing, a total of 23,477, are heifers start- 
ing when under three to three and 
one-half years of age, which is slightly 
over 49 per cent of the total number of 
females tested. More significant still 
is the fact that of the total number 
tested, 12,515 or slightly under one- 
quarter of the total number tested, are 
in class G which means starting under 
two and one-half years of age and 
freshening with first calf. This total 
number of first calf heifers mentioned 
have average records of 8945.1 pounds 
of milk and 449.0 pounds of butter fat 
for single, double and triple letter rec- 
ords with an average test of 5.02 per 
cent. 

About one year ago the New York 
State Guernsey Breeders’ Cooperative, 
with offices at 305 Fayette Park Build- 
ing, Syracuse, New York, through 
their breeders membership and Board 
of Directors, decided to publish a list 
of Guernsey breeders and their cows 
which produced forty pounds of butter 
fat in one month in Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association work. Within 
a few months the list had become so 
long that space did not permit its pub- 
lication. The requirements for publi- 
cation were then increased to fifty 
pounds of butter fat production in one 
month's time. Even with this high 
requirement this list was so long that 
it was not possible to publish the com- 
plete data but only to give names of 
breeders and mention cows meeting 
this requirement. This is indicative 
of the high production of Guernsey 
cattle which is uniform throughout the 
breed. 

Efficiency and economy of production 
are also correlated with the exceed- 
ingly high volume and fat percentage. 
Due to their inherited characteristics 
from the foundation cows on the 
Island of Guernsey, where very limited, 
if any, grain is fed has tended to pro- 

duce in the present modern American 
Guernsey, a type of individual that has 
the ability to sufficiently utilize large 
quantities of roughage and produce 
milk on a minimum amount of con- 
centrates. 

The milk so produced is of superior 
quality and flavor. Those herds and 
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establishments which qualify have the 
privilege of marketing their milk under 
the trade mark name, Golden Guernsey, 
and the copyright seal which assures 
not only protection of a superior pro- 
duct to the consuming public, but per- 
mits the cooperative breeders to benefit 
by such combined pooling operations. 
In all of the major markets up-state as 
well as in the metropolitan area, Golden 
Guernsey milk has proved to be in 
ever increasing demand by the con- 
suming public. The reason is due not 
only to the high percentage of superior 
cream contained, but to the color and 
palatability which is correlated not only 
with food value but with health and 
life giving vitamins and minerals. In 
many instances where children or 
adults do not like milk, Golden Guern- 
sey has been found, through its su- 
perior palatability, to be appetizing 
and thus supply the needed health 
giving minerals, vitamins and nutri- 
ments. 
In the Syracuse area the local Golden 
Guernsey producers have cooperated 
and established their own distributing 
plant known as the Syracuse Guernsey 
Dairy. Only 100 per cent Golden 
Guernsey milk is received at this plant, 
and only 100 per cent is distributed. 
In the other up-state markets, leading 
distributors in Buffalo, Rochester, Uti- 
ca, Schenectady, Watertown, and Al 
bany act as distributing agents. It is 
important that the consuming public 
should make sure that the protective 
trade mark, which is the facsimile of 
the jug used for milk purposes on the 
Island of Guernsey, is on the protected 
cap and that the product is distributed 
by an authorized Golden Guernsey 
distributor. The demand for this 
superior milk has become so great that 
in many sections subterfuges are re- 
sorted to under various name ex- 
pedients and some attempt made at a 
seal which may resemble that men- 
tioned so that the party purchasing 
may consider the milk as being Golden 
Guernsey. The requirements are so 
rigid both as to kind and quality of 
the cattle as well as the conditions 
under which this superior Golden 
Guernsey milk is produced that only 
the very best herds and producers are 
able to meet them. It should be re- 
membered that no milk is better than 
the cow producing it, and the condi- 


tions under which it is produced.

Mastitis Investigations 


|. investigations and findings by 
Dr. G. J. Hucker, New York State 
Agricultural Experiment Station, Gen- 
eva, indicate that mastitis organisms 
are probably always present in the 
udder, even of apparently healthy 
animals. 

In a summary report on this matter 
it was pointed out that in about fifty 
udders removed aseptically from ani- 
mals which had not shown any evi- 
dence of mastitis, the organisms of 
mastitis were readily isolated. This 
led to the conclusion that probably all 
cows which have passed through a 


lactation period carry these organisms 
embedded in the udder tissue. Active 
infection is set up only when the resist- 
ance of the cow is lowered by injury or 
some other cause. If further investi- 
gation proves these conclusions to be 
correct, Dr. Hucker points out that 
better methods of controlling the in- 
fection than those now in use will be 
necessary before mastitis infections can 
be successfully controlled. 

The Geneva Station in its current 
issue of “Farm Research” presents a 
summary account of Dr. Hucker’s work 
on this important subject. A technical 
publication also published by the Sta- 
tion gives a discussion of the work.

The completion of a D. H. I. A. year’s record with an average of 7877 Ibs. of milk and 394.1 
Ibs. of fat on 185 cows, makes us appreciate what our cows are doing for us, and for breeders who 
trust us to sel] them bulls and foundation females. All but 12 of these cows were milked twice 


daily —which reminds us of our promise to report to you on the performance of our three-time 
milking string. 


This herd is on Advanced Register Herd Test, and has always been on Triple Letter Herd 
Test. Over a year ago, we decided to run an experimental string of cows on three milkings, 


just to find the difference between a Triple Letter record and a three-time milking record for 
one year. 


They are not all completed, but here is a progress report. In the following tabulation, 
the preliminary records in light face type were made on two milkings, whether they made 
Triple Letter requirements or not.
